W. C. Scott, editor of the Thoroughbred 
Record, is making an effort to revive racing 



at the historic old Kentucky Association 
course at Lexington. In an editorial in a re- 
cent issue of his paper, he expresses confi- 
dence that the Western Jockey Club would 
gladly grant the track a license for a six 
day's* meeting just prior to the opening of the 
Louisville meeting, and calls upon the mer- 
chants at Lexington to aid the breeders in 
financing the proposition. He argues that 
there are now in training at the Lexington 
track over two hundred thoroughbreds, a suf- 
ficient number to give a meeting of the dura- 
tion proposed, without drafting the material 
of other tracks, and that it is due horsemen 
who have wintered at the course that they 
have benefits in some such shape from the 
people they have so materially aided. No 
money could be lost on a properly conducted 
meeting at Lexington, and the probabilities 
are that the matter will be taken up by the 
Chamber of Commerce or the Business Men’s 
Club of Lexington. 

Joseph Yeager, of Cincinnati, is the latest 
to try and secure a stable of thoroughbreds 
that will be strong enough to compete with 
the best of the western racing strings. Last 
Sunday Yeager spent at Montgomery' Park 
looking over his trio of thoroughbreds, Jane 
Holly, Anchor and Bonnalie, and made no 
secret of the fact that he wanted to branch 
out as a large owner. He visited McChesney, 
the champion Gilfain, Topsoil, Skilful and 
other good three-year-olds in their barns at 
the track, but after a talk with Emil Herz, 
of Durnell & Herz, Yeager announced that 
he would probably' encounter many obstacles 
in mustering a string of horses that could 
I win. Yeager was accompanied by Ed Stutte, 

[ the Kansas City' bookmaker, who may be- 
come interested in the ownership of a string 
I of horses. 

The racing string of Thomas C. McDowell, 

; proprietor of Ashland Stud, for this year will 
consist of twenty-five horses all told, made 
up of nineteen two-year-olds, four three-year- 
olds, one each four and five. The nomencla- 
ture of the youngsters is complete, except two. 
The stable will be led by last year’s Ken- 
tucky Derby winner, Allan-a-Dale, which is 
keeping up in good shape and shows no signs 
of his disability of last season. It is, there- 
fore. settled that he will race this year, and 
he is being prepared for the campaign. The 



five-year-old brown mare Monarka, by Prince 
of Monaco— Narka, and his two derby pros- 
pects, Woodlake and Bourbon, with Kentucky 
Cardinal and Escurial, make up the older di- 
vision. The horses all are in splendid shape. 
They are back in their work owing to the 
continued wet weather, but Mr. McDowell 
expects to have them in shape for the Louis- 
ville meeting.

HILDRETH’S GOOD STRING. 

It is a very different collection of thor- 
oughbreds from that which S. C. Hildreth 
carried north last year that will campaign 
in his colors during the forthcoming summer. 
Hildreth left Memphis last spring, started 
the struggle here for purses by winning the 
Worth Handicap with the speed marvel. 
Waring, and a little later startled the turf- 
ites by capturing five fiat races in one after- 
noon. There was but one other race pro- 
grammed at the Worth track that day, and 
it was a steeplechase event which might 
have been won by Hildreth’s Precursor, had 
he started. The all conquering stable of 
Hildreth’s at that time included Lucien Ap- 
pleby, McChesney, Gonfalon, Searcher, Roll- 
ing Boer, The Lady, Vulcain and others, in 
addition to Waring. Horses running in Hild- 
reth’s colors won $71,466, and those he sold 
to Durnell & Herz and other parties won 
more than $20,000, which made Hildreth the 
looked on largest winner of the year. 

Hildreth will start the local season of rac- 
ing with sixteen head of good, bad and in- 
different horses. The most talked of horse 
in his barn at present is Topsoil, an Ameri- 
can Derby candidate that beat Dick Welles, 
Savable, Early and other crack two-year- 
olds in such a manner in a stake at Wash- 
ington Park last summer that his stock for 
the Derby has increased very much of late. 
In Witfull and Floyd K., Hildreth has other 
three-year-olds, and his four-year-olds in- 
clude Lord Quex, John Peters, Major Tenny, 
Leviathan and Harry Wilson. Lord Quex 
will be given his first chance to race in the 
Montgomery Handicap, for which he has 
received backing in the future book. 

In five -year -olds Hildreth has C. B. Camp- 
bell, Sarner, Telamon, St. Marcos and Alard. 
The aged Favonius is the solitary member 
of the old division. In two-year-olds Hildreth 
owns a couple of his own breeding, but one 
of them at least will never race unless a 
technicality that exists over the registration 
of the colt’s dam can be straightened out 
with the Jockey Club. The colt is by Brutus, 
but the dam, Rihando, has never been duly 
registered. The other youngster is a bay 
colt by Hamilton II., which raced in Hild- 
reth’s colors, and the dam is La Salinas, dlso 
owned by Hildreth. 
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
